How  to  dry  Sweet  Corn. 

When  the  corn  is  in  good  codition  for 
eating  the  grains  being  lully  grown,  boil 
a  quantity  of  ears  just  enough  to  cook 
the  starch;  and  then  let  them  cool  and 
dry  a  few  hours,  and  then  shell  or  cut 
off  the  grains  and  spread'them  in  the  sun 
till  dried.  The  best  way  to  dry  the 
corn  IS  to  nail  a  piece  of  cloth  of  very 
open  texture  on  a  frame,  which  is  two 
feet  wide  and  five  long,  will  be  of  con- 
venient size  to  handle.  If  the  corn  is 
spread  thinly  upon  this  cloth  it  will  dry 
quickly,  without  souring.  It  should  be 
covered  with  a  mosquito  netting  to  keep 
off  the  flies  Another  person  gives  the 
following  directions  for  drying  sweet 
corn: — "As  soon  as  the  corn  is  fit  for 
the  table,  husk  and  spread  the  ears  in  an 
open  oven,  or  some  quickly  drying 
place.  When  the  grains  loosen  shell 
the  corn,  or  shell  as  soon  as  you  can. 
Then  spread  upon  a  cloth  to  dry  in  the 
sun,  or  on  paper  in  a  warm  oven;  stir 
often,  that  it  may  dry  quickly  and  not 
overlieat.  It  more  resembles  the  undried 
by  its  being  whole,  is  sweeter,  and  re- 
tains more  of  itsjnatural  flavor  by  drying 
faster.  When  wholly  dried  expose  it  to 
the  wind  by  turning  it  slowly  from  dish 
to  dish;  the  wind  blows  off  all  the  troub- 
lesome white  chaff."
